the largest outward carryover of post- 
war years, Stocks were also large 
in. European: importing countries. 
The new crop year thus opens ‘with 
this huge accumulation of stocks. On 
the other hand; the Northern Hem- 
isphere crop: (ex-Russia, China and 
Asia Minor) is among the smallest in 
recent years. Canada has a short 
crop and United States a rather small 
one; but Europe may harvest one of 
the largest crops since the war, es- 
pecially in the importing countries. 
From all these facts the Institute 
deducts that the outhook for trade and 
prices is not clear. -‘‘With the 
Southern Hemisphere crops not yet 
made,’’ it states, ‘‘the international 
statistical position in 1929-30 will al- 
most certainly prove tighter. than 
those of 1928-24 and 1928-29; but, in 
the ~bsence of extreme crop damage 
in the Southern Hemisphere, it will 
probably prove less tight than those 
of 1924-25 and 1925-26. Insofar as 
the international statistical position 
may be held to dominate prices, the 
level of intermational cash wheat 
prices in the ensuing six months thus 
seems likely to range well over the 
levels of 1924-25 and 1925-26 unless 
severe crop damage occurs in the 
Eastern Hemisphere.

Adter serving a population of ap- 
proximately 26,000 person for nine 
years, the Drumheller Municipal hos- 
pital has been enlarged this year to 
provide an additional sixty beds, thus 
increasing the accommodation from 
80 to 140 beds. The growing de- 


mand for hospital service made this | 


necessary, and the hospital board un- 
dertook the task without anxiety, for 
a sunplus of $70,000 had accumulated 
in those years, and the financing of 
a’ $50,000 wing offered no problem. 
The wing has been built and equip- 
ped out of the surplus and a sum 
. sufficient to tide this over any pos- 
sible emergency remains in the cof- 
fers. Consequently the members of 
the board and residents of the district 
generally, will carry ‘themselves 
proudly when the extension is open- 
ed in the near future. 

The Drumheller hospital serves an 
industrial as well as an agricultural 
area, the residentst of the town be- 
ing langely miners engaged in the 
rich Drumheller coal mines.. These 
miners carried the day when the 
first hospital vote was taken, for the 
rural population was strongly oppos- 
ed to the idea, and the vote was de- 
feated at every rural point. How- 
ever, this opposition was short lived, 
for the country people soon saw the 
value of the hospital to them, not only 
from a humanitarian point of view, 
but because it increased the value of 
their land. Now they are staunch 
supporters of the hospital. 

From the first, the minets favored 
the Municpal hospital scheme. Mine 
accidents are all too common, and as 
housing conditions for the Drumhel- 
ler miners are not of the best, there 
was considerable sickness among their 
families. Then too, there were mat- 
ernity cases to be given care. 

Rural ratepayers in this hospita! 
district approximately 40 miles square 
are taxed at the rate of 2 1-2 cents 
per acre for the hospital upkeep; ur- 
ban property owners pay a tax of 3 
mills on the dollar. In. return, al! 
secure the hospital treatment for 
$1.00 per day for themselves and fam- 
ilies. Non-taxpayers who wish to 
share this privilege may do so by 
paying $6.00 per year to the secretary | 
treasurer. 


The agricultural-industrial combin- 


ation works well. Short crops do 
not affect the town of Drumheller or 
the hospital, as they do other towns 
and hospitals, because Drumheller, 
though situated in the heart of .a 
great wheat growing country is larg- 
ely built up by and around the coal 
industry. Frequently men who farm 
in summer, join the miners in winter, 
or even in summer if the crop is 
light. But miners seldom go to work 
on farms in the summer. Few of 
them make good farmers and they do 
not like working in the open. 


In the year 1928, 2,088 patients 


were cered for in Drumheller hospit- 
al. Maternity cases numbered 253, 
with only one maternal death  re- 
corded, 142 major and 393 miner cp- 
erations were performed. The daily 
average for the year was 59 patients, 
and from October 1928, to June, 1929, 
number never dropped below 65, In 
February, the average was 76. The 
chairman of the board, A. P. Hanley, 
believes that in five years’ time at 
most, it will be necessary to build a 
nurses’ home, thus releasing for hos- 
pital purposes the rooms in the new 
wing now set aside for nurses’ quar- 
ters. A staff of nine graduate anc 
16 undergraduate nurses looks afte: 
the sick. 

With the hospital available, the cog 
of sickness in the Drumheller district 
has greatly decreased, as people come 
come to the hospital for treatment 
thus saving the mileage fee which 
the doetor must change when he vis- 
its them at their homes, The dis- 
trict is well, served with railways, be- 
ing on the Calgary-Edmonton, and 
tht Oalgary-Saskatoon lines of the 
C.N.R. and the people can be brought 
to the hospital by train. The roads 
are fair algo, and this makes it eas- 
ier to bring the sick in by automo- 
bile. 

The Drumbheller hospital, a three 
story brick building, is situated in 
an acre and a half of grounds, on 
outskirts of the towm, overlooking the 
Red Deer river. It is well equipped 
for all hospital purposes, and is 
highly appreciated not only by the 
public, but by the doctors of the town 
who find it a good workshop. With 
the hospital available, they say they 
ean give the people a service not pos- 
sible were it necessary to care for 
them in their homes,
